February 22— On this date, in the 
year 1732, was born, in the colony of 
Virginia, George Washington, who, at 
the outbreak of the American revolu­ 
tion, was called by his countrymen to 
head the little army of liberty. 
After 
eight years of conflict Great Britain 
acknowledged 
the 
independence of 
the colonies, and George Washington 
was elected first president of the re­ 
public. 
He was reelected, serving in 
all eight years, refusing to accept the 
office for a longer time. He retired to 
private life where he lived as a coun­ 
try* gentleman until his death in 1799 
at the age of sixty-seven years. 
Through all the 
years 
since then 
he has been known to the world as the 
American who was “first in w*ar, first 
’n peace and first in the hearts of his 
:ountrymen. 
The St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democrat iii 
paying tribute to Washington’s char­ 
acter says: 
“It was the confidence in his inte­ 
grity’, in the wisdom of his judgment, 
in his unalterable justice, 
that made 
him the pillar of strength which sup­ 
ported the whole edifice built up by 
the revolution and 
the 
constitution. 
‘Father of 
his 
country* is no mere 
figure of speech. 
It is not too much 
to say that he alone made it possible, 
that but for him 
there 
would 
have 
been no independence and no repub­ 
lic. 
For three years of the revolution 
it was the single personality of Wash­ 
ington that held the 
army 
together 
and maintained tile cause. 
It was his 
courage, his patience and his patriot­ 
ism that persisted^onward in the face 
of disaster and internal turmoil that 
discouraged all others. 
And after the 
war was over, and the splendid result 
achieved seemed to be lost in the quar­ 
rels between the states, in the gen­ 
eral disorder, in the grave economic

Marcine Mathews After* 
wards Gave Statement 
For the Motive. - 


By Associated Press. 
WACO, Texas, Feb. 24.—“He dis­ 
graced me, ruined my health and de­ 
prived me of school privileges, but 
he will never ruin another girl.” This 
was the statement Marcine Mathews, 
17, made after she had shot J. S, 
Crosslin in the district court room at 
9:30 o’clock this morning. She fired 
three shots from an automatic pistpi 
Into Crosslin’s body before Deputy 
Sheriff Burton could reach her. Cross­ 
lin died instantly. 
He was charged with criminal as­ 
sault on the girl two years ago and 
was tried, convicted and given nine 
years in the penitentiary. The cass 
was reversed on an error on the ad­ 
mission of testimony and remanded 
for retrial. 
The 
preliminary 
had 
been completed and Miss Mathews 
had been called to the witness stand. 
She walked to the witness chair, then 
turned with a pistol in hand, fired 
straight at Crosslin, who sat in a 
chair by his attorney 
fifteen 
feet 
away. 
She then took two or three 
steps forward and fired again. Ad­ 
vancing to within three feet of the 
man she shot a third time, the bullet 
penetrating the side of her victim.:

Forrester, attorney tat 
Crosslin, grabbed the girl just after 
the third shot was fired. Almost at 
the same time Officer Burton reach­ 
ed her and taking her lr his arms 
carried her out of the court room. He 
took the pistol from her and locked 
her up in a room in the sheriff’s of­ 
fice. 
There a reporter heard from 
her lips the statement of the motive 
that she declared actuated her in 
killing the man. 
Crosslin was in the real estate bus­ 
iness. He was 59 years old and had 
a wife and several children. 
The 
Mathews girl was only 15 years old 
at the time of the alleged offense, 
She declared her health was destroy­ 
ed. She is a little girl weighing not 
more than ninety pounds and was aa 
calm as any man while shooting and 
remained so. 
She Is the daughter of W. El Math­ 
ews, who resided here when the a1* 
leged crime was committed, living In 
one of Crosslin’s houses.
